Initial dust or spray treatm ents 
should 
be 
made 
when 
cotton 
reaches the two to four-leaf stage 
or earlier if necessary. 
Two to 
four applications of insecticides 
usually will control the season’ 
first offenders- thrips,’ red spid 
ens, aphids, flea hoppers and Over 
wintered boll weevils. 
Unless flea hopper and boll wee­ 
vil infestations remains injurious 
the early season phase of insect 
control should be curtailed about 
30 d ajs before the bollworm nor 
mally appears. 
This allows time 
for a build-up of beneficial insects 
which also help control bollworms 
Sprays are more effective and 
economical than dusts on youi?3 
cotton, Fuller says. 
More information on early sea 
son control is given in the 1955 
Guide for Controlling Cotton In 
sects in Texas. 
This guide lists 
each recommended insecticide and 
its rate of application. The bulle 
tin, L-218, also contains a detailed 
program for late season control 
of cotton insects.

May Be Secret of Longevity for Man

There is in the village of Bab­ 
son Park, Florida, where I have 
spent the winter, the Florida Re­ 
search and W ater Company. 
It 
owns the local w ater company 
and is interested in the study of 
live seeds small enough to eat 
alive. 
I t also believes in “raw 
water and “raw ” milk—that is. 
pure spring w ater which has not 
had the living m atter killed by 
chlorine, and pure milk which has 
not been pasteurized. 
It recom 
mends the eating of more “whole 
cereals,” more “raw” vegetables, 
and “raw ” fruits, especially those 
consisting largely of live seeds, 
like okra—but they should be ripe 
seeds: 
also live 
“sprouts and 
buds.” 
It believes in juicing ma 
chines, but not for live seeds. 
Let me illustrate: It Is impossi­ 
ble to eat a peach seed, and prob 
ably 
unwise 
to 
swallow 
live 
orange, acerola or apple seeds, un­ 
less they are ground; 
but ripe 
tomatoes, strawberries, blackber 
ries, blueberries, bananas, figs and 
pomegranates should 
be eaten 
seeds 
and 
all, 
uncooked. 
Of 
course, all raw fruit Mid vegeta­ 
bles should be carefully washed 
The acerola berry of Puerto Rico 
is reported to have 50 times the 
vitamin C per gram contained in 
an orange. The second paragraph 
on page 59 of the Reader's DI 


gest for Januaty, 1955, is thought 
provoking. 
All agree that string beans may 
bo cut up and cooked for a few 
minutes. 
Some people, however, 
believe that sunflower seeds, peas, 
small beans, nuts and payllluni. 
onion and celery see<{s should be 
only softened in warm w ater and 
swallowed like pills! The thought 
is that all vegetables have three 
functions: (I) Supplying vitamins, 
minerals, etc.; (2) supplying much 
needed bulk; and <3> through the 
living 
seeds supplying that un 
known and tangible “something’’ 
known as life. 
That people lived, before the 
days of cooking, to 120 or even 
400 years of age may have bern 
due to their feeding upon life. 
Sufficient experiments have n; • 
been completed to prove whether 
live seeds should or should not 
be eaten uncrushed, before they 
are “killed” by juicing machines 
or boiling. 
They, however, are 
part of my diet. 
Boiling anything long enough 
kills life. 
It is beleved that some 
canning, dehydrating or freezing 
also destroys this life—though not 
the vitamins and minerals.

corn does not affect their life­ 
giving powers. Corn kernels over 
3,000 jears old, taken from Egyp­ 
tian tombs, will sprout the same 
as if gathered yesterday. 
It I* 
debatable whether we should eat 
raw or cooked eggs. When I had 
TB my doctor insisted that I eat. 


only uncooked raw, fertile eggs 
containing life. 
He also recom­ 
mended the uncooked coral of 
lobsters and the live roe of fish. 
All beautiful birds live only on 
live seeds, live w’orms and live 
spring w’ater. Their food must be 
alive. 
The only birds which will 
eat dead meat are the horrible 
crow’s and buzzards; dangerous in 
sects and bacteria will also eat 
dead things. 
The same principle 
applies to animals of the forest. 
Certain moldy cheeses and yeasts 
contain life. 
Live seeds in 15 
cent envelopes can be purchased 
at any hardware store. 
Those who have seen any fish 
(from mackerel to sharks) pulled 
alive out of the ocean have been 
impressed by their natural beauty 
and proportions. When analyzing 
the diet of these fish, we learn 
that the smallest 
fish live on 
minute 
animal 
and 
plant 
life 
known as plankton and algae; that 
the larger fish live on the smaller 
live fish; and so on up to the 
whale. 
But, all Insist their food 
be alive. 
I am not vouching for any 
theory of life, but it does seem 
as if the above evidence should 
be considered when selecting our 
diet. 
Once, no doctor had rec 
ommended B-12 pills or brewer’i 
yeast; but today they recommend 
them. Perhaps we will live to see 
doctors recommend the addition 
of 
non-fattening live 
seeds or 
phosphates to our diets.

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Slight Increase in I 
Cash Income of I 
Farmers Tabulated 


Texas farmers have experienced 
a slight increase in cash income, 
but the index of prices they re­ 
ceived has fallen, the University 
of Texas Bureau of Business Re­ 
search reports in a release to The 
Herald. 
J anu ary-February cadi income 
totalled slightly more than $248,- 
200,000, a gain of one per 
cent 
over the $245,000,000 registered 
for the same period last year. An 
$8,000,000 rise in revenue from 
cattle (from $41,000,000 to $49,- 
000,000 or 20 per cent) accounted 
primarily for the overall increase. 
Other income increases were 
registered for sheep and lambs, 
up 44 per cent; and wheat, up 
37 per cent. Decreases included 
cotton, down five per cent from 
$99,400,000 to $96,200,000; pea­ 
nuts, down 47 per cent; and eggs, 
down 178 per cent. 
The bureau also reported the in­ 
dex of prices received by Texas 
farmers and ranchers for all prod­ 
ucts totalled 266 in mid-March, 
four points below mid-February 
and five points below March a 
year aga The 
index shows that 
nearly every commodity decreased 
from mid-February to mid-March. 
Exceptions were lambs, chickens 
and citrus fruit, the only com­ 
modities showing an increase. 
The index of livestock and live­ 
stock products stood at 283 on 
March 15, a drop of five points 
from February 15, 1955, and 17 
points lower than March, 1954. 
The crop index was 253, a decline 
of three points from the middle 
Of February. 
Meanwhile, the bureau said the 
number of calves born in Texas 
during 1954, estimated at 4,259,- 
OOO head, was one per cent above 
the 4,211,000 head born in 1953, 
and is the largest on record.

Common Law and Statutory. 
In 
general, the common law copy­ 
right protects unpublished works, 
and the statutory' copyright pro­ 
tects published works. 
The fol­ 
lowing discussion applies to pub­ 
lished works and the 
statutory 
copyright. 
The 
United 
States 
copyright 
statutes give to authors, compos­ 
ers and artists the exclusive right 
to their published works for a 
period of 28 years. 
During that 
time others are prohibited from 
copying or reprinting such works 
without permission of the copy­ 
right owner. Statutory copyrights 
are renewable once for a second 
28 years. 
W orks that may be protected 
under our copyright law's include 
books (not only bound volume-, 
but also pamphlets, leaflets and 
even single sh eet*); 
periodicals 
(newspapers, m agazines, reviews, 
bulletins, proceedings of societies,

Requirements vary in re­ 
spect to the form of the notice 
and the place on the works at 
which it should appear—depend­ 
ing on the nature of the works, 
whether they are published or un­ 
published, and other factors.

"Luck run* out, but safety is 
good for life,” E. C. McFadden 
of Dallas, new president of the 
Texas 
Safety 
Association, 
told 
Texas bicycle riders this week. 
McFadden spoke in connection 
with the child pedestrian and bi­ 
cycle safety program being spon­ 
sored state-wide by his organiza­ 
tion and the State Department of 
Public Safety in cooperation with 
the National Safety Council. 
"The phrase. ‘Safety is good 
for life.’ has a double meaning,” 
McFadden said. 
"First, safety 
never becomes useless or obsolete 
—it lasts a lifetime. 
And second, 
practicing safety can mean the 
difference between life and death 
to bicyclists.” 
‘•National Safety Council statis­ 
tics for 1953,” he said, 'show that 
360 bicycle riders under the age 
of 15 were killed in motor vehicle 
accidents. About 26,000 bicyclists 
in the same age group were in­ 
jured. 
Of those killed, half were 
riding in cities, and half in rural 
areas. 
"It doesn’t seem possible to 
over-emphasize the serious threat 


to life and limb that bicycle t id* I 
ing can be to those who arc reek 
less or careless,’ McFadden said. 
Ile listed eight rules for sap 
riding. 
They aie: 


1. Ride With traffic, and keep 
to the far right. 
2. Do not weave or stunt. Ride 
in a straight line. 
3. When with friends, tide in 
single file 
4. Put books and packages in 
a carrier attached to the bicycle, 
and never carry passengers on 
your bike. 
5. In traffic, obey ell applica­ 
ble, signs, signals and traffic laws. 
6. Never hiteh on to a passing 
truck, automobile or any vehicle. 
7. If you must ride at night 
have a gootj light and a rear re­ 
flector. 
8. Keep jour bicycle in good 
condition.

Stockers and feeders with qual­ 
ity moved readily at fully steady 
prices, as did choice fat calves. 
However, grassy calves and year­ 
lings of both slaughter and stock­ 
er kinds of medium and lower 
grades eased lower by around 50 
cents or more per IOO. 
Plain 
stockers sell at about their slaugh­ 
ter values. 
The spread between 
heifer calves and yearlings of the 
stocker 
kind is the widest in 
months, mostly $3 to $4. for stock 
er heifers under similar steers un 
less fleshy enough to sell for 
slaughter. 


Both livestock and buyers at 
Fort Worth this week agreed that 
it would stabilize prices if more 
sheep and cattle were marketed 
on Wednesday and Thursday, and 
the big runs of Monday and Tues­ 
day were held down in the months 
ahead. 
It was pointed out that in re­ 
cent 
months 
Wednesday 
and 
Thursday prices have usually been 
as good as Monday and Tuesday, 
and in some cases ever higher 
Last week shorn lambs topped 
at $17 Monday and Tuesday, and 
on the Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday sessions topped at $17.50 
for example. 
Packers say they are at a dis 
advantage if they have to buy 
huge numbers on Monday and 
Tuesday and carry them to the 
end of the week to get them kill­ 
ed. Spreading this summer’s runs 
more evenly through the week 
will serve to level out price trends 
and avoid bad price breaks, all 
agree.

Insects Are Urged 


Hamlin area cotton raisers arc 
being urged by extension special­ 
ists to get the jum p on costly 
cotton insects by startin g insect 
control m easures early. 


‘C otton sta rts off faster, fruit 
varier 
and 
yields 
higher when 
early season insect control prac­ 
tices are followed,” D r. F. 
M. 
Fuller, 
extension 
entomologist, 
says. 
Initial dust or spray treatm ents 
should 
be 
made 
when 
cotton 
reaches the two to four-leaf stage 
or earlier if necessary. 
Two to 
four applications of 
insecticides 
usually will control the season': 
first offenders—thrips,* red spid 
ers, aphids, flea hoppers and over­ 
w intered boll weevils. 
Unless flea hopper and boll wee­ 
vil infestations rem ains injurious, 
the early season phase of insect 
control should he curtailed about 
30 d a js before the bollworm nor­ 
m ally appears. 
This allows time 
for a build-up of beneficial insects 
which also help control bollworms. 


Sprays are m ore effective and 
economical than dusts on your?; 
cotton, F uller says. 
More inform ation on early sea­ 
son control is given in the 1955 
Guide for C ontrolling Cotton In ­ 
sects in Texas. 
This guide lists 
each recom m ended insecticide and 
its rate of application. The bulle­ 
tin, L-218, also contains a detailed 
program for late season control 
of cotton insects. 
Available from 
local county agents, this bulletin 
is free for the asking.

There is in tho village of Bab­ 
son Park, Florida, where I have 
spent the w inter, the Florida Re­ 
search and W ater Company. 
It 
owrns the local w'ater company 
and is interested in the study of 
live seeds sm all enough to eat 
alive. 
I t also believes in “raw ” 
w ater and “raw ” m ilk—th at is, 
pure spring w ater which has not 
had the living m atter killed by 
chlorine, and pure m ilk which has 
not been pasteurized. 
I t recom­ 
mends th e eating of more “whole 
cereals,” m ore “raw ” vegetables, 
and ‘’raw’” fruits, especially those 
consisting largely of live seeds, 
like okra—but they should be ripe 
seeds; 
also 
live 
“sprouts 
and 
buds.” 
I t believes in juicing m a­ 
chines, but not for live seedsv 


Let me illu strate: It is Impossi­ 
ble to eat a peach seed, and prob­ 
ably 
unwise 
to 
swallow 
live 
orange, acerola or apple seeds, u n ­ 
less they are ground; 
but ripe 
tomatoes, straw berries, blackber­ 
ries, blueberries, bananas, figs and 
pom egranates 
should 
be 
eaten, 
seeds 
and 
all, 
uncooked. 
Of 
course, all raw fru it and vegeta­ 
bles should be carefully washed. 


The acerola berry of Puerto Rico 
is reported to have 50 tim es the 
vitamin C per gram contained in 
an orange. 
The second paragraph 
on page 59 of th e R eader's D i­ 


gest for January, 1955, is thought 
provoking. 


All agree th a t string beans may 
be cut up and cooked for a few 
m inutes. 
Some people, however, 
believe that sunflow er seeds, peas, 
small beans, nuts and psyllium, 
onion and celery seeds should be 
only softened in w arm w ater and 
swallowed like pills! 
The thought 
is th a t all vegetables have three 
functions: ti) Supplying vitamins, 
m inerals, etc.; 12) supplying much 
needed bulk; and (3> through the 
living 
seeds supplying th at un 
known and tangible "som ething” 
known as life. 
T hat people lived, before the 
days of cooking, to 120 or even 
400 years of age m ay have bern 
due to their feeding upon life. 


Sufficient experim ents have n • 
been completed to prove w hether 
live seeds should o r should no* 
be eaten uncrushed, before they 
are "killed'’ by juicing machines 
or boiling. 
They, however, are 
part of my diet. 


Boiling anything long enough 
kills life. 
It. is beleved th at some 
canning, dehydrating or freezing 
also destroys this life— though not 
the vitam ins and m inerals. 
How­ 
ever, the age of peas, beans and 
corn does not affect their life­ 
giving powers. 
Corn kernels over 
3,000 years old, taken from Egyp­ 
tian tombs, will sprout the same 
as if gathered yesterday. 
It is 
debatable w hether we should eat 
raw or cooked eggs. 
When I had 
TB m y doctor insisted th at I eat.

only uncooked raw, fertile eggs 
containing life. 
He also recom­ 
mended 
the uncooked 
coral of 
lobsters and the live roe of fish. 
All beautiful birds live only on 
live seeds, live worms and live 
spring w ater. Their food m ust be 
alive. 
The only birds which will 
eat dead m eat are the horrible 
crows and buzzards; dangerous in­ 
sects and bacteria will also cat 
dead things. 
The same principle 
applies to animals of the forest. 
C ertain moldy cheeses and yeasts 
contain 
life. 
Live seeds in 15 
cent envelopes can be purchased 
at any hardw are store. 
Those who have seen any fish 
(from m ackerel to sharks) pulled 
alive out of the ocean have been 
im pressed by their natural beauty 
and proportions. 
When analyzing 
the diet of these fish, we learn 
th at 
the sm allest 
fish live on 
m inute 
anim al 
and 
plant life 
known as plankton and algae; that 
the larger fish live on the sm aller 
live fish :

"Luck runs out, but safety is 
good for life," E. C. McFadden 
of Dallas, new president of the 
Texas 
Safety 
Association, 
told 
Texas bicycle riders this week. 
McFadden spoke in connection 
with the child pedestrian and bi­ 
cycle safety program being spon­ 
sored state-wide by his organiza­ 
tion and the State Department of 
Public Safety in cooperation with 
the National Safety Council. 
"The phrase, ’Safety is good 
for life.’ has a double meaning,” 
McFadden said. 
"First, safety 
never becomes useless or obsolete 
—it lasts a lifetime. 
And second, 
practicing safety can mean the 
difference between life and death 
to bicyclists.’’ 
‘•National Safety Council statis­ 
tics for 1953," he said, ‘show that 
360 bicycle riders under the age 
of 15 were killed in motor vehicle 
accidents. About 26,000 bicyclists 
in the same age group were in­ 
jured. 
Of those killed, half were 
riding in cities, and half in rural 
areas.
